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DEDDINGTON PARISH COUNCIL 


Notes on Meeting held in the Town Hail on Wednesday, 15 November attended by Cllrs Todd (chair), 
Brewer, Clarke, Clinch, Colley, Drake, Fisher, Flux, Hill, Lee, Oddy and Swash. Apologies from Cllrs 
Cosgrove, Stevens, Dist Cllr O’Sullivan and Coun Cllr Matthews. Dist Cllr O’ Sullivan arrived later. YS 
MATTERS ARISING: 1. PC agreed to request by Cllrs Clarke, Hill, Lee, Drake and Fisher for a special 
Tesolution to discuss the Precept at the December meeting. 2. Clir Todd reported back from the Annual 
Parishes Forum: local dog-fouling laws are to be extended; the DC is looking into the feasibility of rural bus 
schemes similar to dial-a-ride, DC proposing concessionary bus fares scheme from April 1 to give 50% off, 
house building by housing associations in parishes is being encouraged; parishioners who receive housing- 
needs survey forms are urged to complete and return them; DC is willing to accept petitions and to allow 
people to address cttee meetings. 
COACHING GRANTS: Cllrs discussed suggestions from Mr John Cresswell for possible ways in which the 
PC could fund coaching or tuition for talented youngsters from the Parish. After a 30-minute debate they voted 
(8-4) to explore how the current system for academic grants may be expanded into vocational and other areas. 
HEMPTON STONEPIT: The rent for the year starting 1 January 1995 to remain at £320. 
CAPITAL SCHEMES: Cllrs unable to make decision on new schemes until they know the decision on the 
Precept. Cttee chairmen to work on figures for projects under their own remit, in time for next meeting. 
ENVIRONMENT: I. OCC to resurface the pavement in High Street and New Street at no cost to PC. 
Following a lengthy debate, Clirs voted 6/4 with one abstention to spend around £1,200 from the Traffic 
Management budget to pay for granite kerbing. 2. Following a meeting with PC, OCC has agreed to push the 
Clifton Road footpath higher up the list of priorities, and to spray it with chemicals in the spring. The Clerk 
read a letter from a resident of County View, Clifton, expressing great fears over the safety of Clifton people 
who have to walk to and from Deddington with the path in its present poor state. An acrimonious debate — 
followed, with cllrs divided as to whether the PC should pay for the path to be properly re-instated, with some 
believing it was solely a CC responsibility. Cllr Brewer admitted the CC had made a verbal offer to contribute 
up to £2,000 to the cost of a footpath without kerbing, the full cost of which would be around £7,000 or £8,000. 
She said the cost of a proper footpath with kerbing would be £20,000-£30,000. Clirs to consider the matter 
again at the next meeting. 3. The B4031 at Iron Down Hill will be closed for tree felling each weekday from 
9.30am-4,30pm for three weeks beginning 4 December. 4. The Woodland Trust is proposing to create a 
community woodland at Bloxham Bridge and has asked PC for donation. Decision deferred to next meeting. 
PLANNING: 1. Revised plan for 1 Manor Farm Cottage, Hempton Road meets criteria set by PC. 2. No 
objections to plans for infilling in Chapmans Lane by making a garage a double. 3. No objections to plans for 
replacing tin roof with a gable on building in Clifton Road. 4. Banner Homes have won appeal to remove 55 
age limit on spouses in Hudson Court properties. Cllrs not happy with decision but agreed they had tried their 
best with this and other appeals involving Banner. 
WINDMILL: 1, Cllr Flux reported the Centre is financially sound, well used and bookings are up. Work on 
the roof insulation is nearly complete and the fire system is now reviewed monthly. 2. The Cttee has received a 
letter from the Cricket Club about the cost of water and the argument over whether paying for water was part of 
the Club’s maintenance agreement or not. Cllr Flux explained that water was not specifically mentioned in the 
agreement but was mentioned in discussions. The agreement requires the Club to maintain the square to an 
agreed standard at its own expense. It was difficult to see how this can exclude use of the water sprinkler and 
the costs incurred. The PC had agreed in July that the cost of water was to. be met by the Club and although the 
Cttee had now reviewed it again members felt strongly that Clubs must pay for the facilities they use, and not 
the Parish at large. 3. The Badminton Club had also written, repeating their view that they should get special 
rates. They already pay the lowest tariff, frequently over-run their booked time and are not charged extra for 
their use of the lounge. Cttee members stressed their view that the Badminton Club gets a good deal and they 
have no intention of asking the PC to reverse any of its previous decisions. 4. Serious vandalism to the Cricket 
pavilion has been reported to the police and the lights are now timed to stay on all night. 
PC FUNDS: £450,000 (Bradford & Bingley @ 6.7%); £120,000 (Treasury Deposit @ 6.25%); £11,036 
(High Interest Business Account @ 4.75%); £12,969 (Overnight @ 3.375%). Total funds: £594,005. 

~ CORRESPONDENCE: |. Letter frora Tony Baldry MP, urging caution regarding the development plans for Upper 
Heyford being proposed by the consortium. 2. Thanks from Chipping Norton Theatre for PC’s £25 donation. 3. Two 
letters from Clifton about parking at St‘James’s Chapel. A resident opposite is concerned that parking on the road 
“makes an accident inevitable” and the current occupiers of the former chapel say they are doing all they can to 
alleviate the problem. 4. Letter from Mr Walsh to say the Church clock has developed further serious problems and 
has stopped 11 times recently. He has been asked to provide an estimate for repairs in time for the next meeting. 
ITEMS OF INTEREST; 1. The PC still has a few mugs and 19 Coat of Arms silver spoons for sale. Both 
items are available from Tucker’s or from cllrs. 2. The village Christmas tree will again come from the Castle 
Grounds. 3. Dog owners are asked to be considerate of others, and to clear up after their pets. 4. CDC will 
collect unwanted Christmas trees from all villages on 6 January. Watch Parish notice boards for details. 
MEETING CLOSED at 9.45pm. 
NEXT MEETING will be on Wednesday, 13 December at 7.30pm in the Town Hall.

It is sad that Lilian Winifred Hutt has died aged 89, just two weeks short of her 
90th birthday. She was born in Byfield and lived in Ewelme before moving to 
Hempton 43 years ago. She lived for several years at "The Homestead" and ran a 
poultry farm on the site (which now has 5 bungalows on it). Lilian moved into 
No.5. Newcomers to Hempton will not have known her as failing health kept her in- 
doors in recent years. However, she continued to take a keen interest in village 
activities, always supporting our fund-raising with gifts and generous donations. 
When I came to Hempton 30 years ago, her late husband was our postman. Although 
provided only with a push-bike he delivered our mail promptly - no easy task, for 
the houses in St. John's Way were at that time not numbered! 

These were neighbours who played a part in the community and will be remembered 
with respect and affection. 

The Charities Commission has accepted the Friends of Hempton Church as a Registered 
Charity, No. 1049594, The association arose spontaneously in the 1980s when St. 
John's Church was threatened with closure, and a lot of hard work and fund 

raising has gone on since then. The objectives remain the same. I quote from the 
Membership Secretary: “We want the Church to prosper as a place of worship that 
means something to its people - something that will enrich their lives. But also 
we want to re-decorate the Hall and improve it, for our aim is to make it a place 
where people can meet together on different occasions ~ a real focus of village 
life." Membership is open to all, regardless of race, colour or creed, though sub- 
scription (of £1) will in future be payable if one wishes to be eligible to vote at 
the AGM. We hope for continuing support from our many friends, atheists, agnostics 
and non~conformists included, both in and around Hempton.

The crops now have all been sprayed for weeds and aphids and the beans have been 
ploughed in. The machinery has been cleaned, serviced and put away for the winter. 
As yet just a few pigeons are feeding on the oil seed rape and we are keeping them 
on the move with 'Sky Rockets'. No doubt when the weather gets colder more will 
come to feed and the gas guns will have to come out! With the prolonged autumn 
flush of grass the sheep have done very well and made up for the lack of summer 
grazing. Most of last year's lamb crop has now been sold either fat or to go on 
for fattening. The ewes are in good condition for the winter and we shall start 
winter feeding in the next week or two. Most of the work at the moment is centred 
around the buildings; we have put down the concrete floor in the new lambing shed 
and are making and erecting the feed mangers and penning. 

The warm autumn has enabled the bees to build up good winter food stocks and I 
shall not have to feed them until the New Year. The fieldfare have only just 
started to arrive to feed on the hedgerows; as the weather in the north gets colder 
more will arrive to rest and feed before going south. 

I have not mentioned Henry's gang before. Henry and three others are pet lambs who 
keep the orchard tidy. Unfortunately Henry contracted Listeriosis (inflammation of 
the brain) and was very ill. He is recovering but with the combination of a high 
fever and drugs used to treat him he lost most of his wool. It will grow again, 
but to keep him warm now he is wearing an old bright blue pullover with the sleeves 


cut off and a hole cut in the appropriate place. GEORGE FENEMORE 338203

In the event of a fault a 
fire could quite easily break out if the fuse is too large instead of it just 
blowing and cutting off the power supply. If the lights are still in their 
original box, please read the instructions; alternatively I'm sure any electrician 
would willingly advise on which amperage fuse should be used. 

When you're putting up the decorations, please make sure they are well away from 
light bulbs or any heat source. The last thing we want is to be called out to a 
house fire caused by faulty lights or badly positioned decorations!

The most common trees to act || | 
as hosts for mistletoe are apple and lime trees and it grows around this * jac 
area. Nationally mistletoe is in decline, mainly due to the sad decline of our 
apple orchards which are being grubbed up by the acre. If you do find some 
mistletoe it would be all right to cut off a few twigs for your doorway but be very 
careful not to pull the whole clump out of its foothold in the tree, as it will not 
re-grow. It is spread by berry-eating birds such as the blackbird and mistle 
thrush. The berries are very sticky and will clog up the bills of-these birds who 
then clean off this sticky mess by wiping it into cracks in tree bark, so the seed 
finds a new home. 

Just a little thing to think about when you see a fluffy robin on a Christmas card. 
Robins are very territorial; as winter progresses the males will fight vigorously 
to defend their feeding and breeding territories, sometimes to the death!

FROM THE EDITOR'S POSTBAG 


No one, it seems, has anything to say this month! In fact, no one has had 
much to say for quite a while. Occasional mutterings come our way, both brickbats 
and bouquets, on Deddingtonian perceptions of Deddington... But if pen were put to 
paper - or fingertip to word processor keyboard - the rest of us would Have a 
chance to agree, or disagree. We really would like to hear from you. It helps us 
if letters are kept to a reasonable length - and arrive in good time for copy day. 
Perhaps writing to the DN could be included among some New Year resolutions? 


THE WAY WE WERE a ae Deddington 150 years ago by Buffy Heywood. 
Extracts from the diaries of the Rev. Cotton Risley for October 1845:- 

lith OCTOBER - Spiers the Clerk, W. Knibbs the Saddler, W. Jarrett at the factory, 
all came on business. ; 

14th OCTOBER ~ I went to be present at the consecration of a new Church in the 
Parish of St. Ebbe's, Oxford, dedicated to the Holy Trinity. The Bishop preached 
an admirable sermon on the occasion, about 900 persons were present - between 30 
and 40 clergy amongst the number. This probably was the last important episcopal 
act done by the present Bishop previous to his translation to the vacant See of 
Bath & Wells - after 17 years at this Diocese ~- latterly under most novel and 
trying circumstances - in which he endeavoured by forbearance, moderation and 
loving kindness towards certain erring brethren in spiritual matters to preserve 
peace, tranquillity, and as he had hoped (tho' in vain) unity in the bosom of the 
Church ~ I deeply regret his removal on many grounds. 

15th OCTOBER - I was sworn in as a visitor of the Hook Norton Lunatic Asylum at the 
County Hall. ; 

23rd OCTOBER - I heard from Robert complaining of Dr. Fooks having caned him again 
for "being unable to do a hard Latin exercise" as he says - in his letter. I was 
busied again the whole evening with the Clothing Fund Tickets. 

27th OCTOBER - Went to the School and distributed the half yearly tickets to the 
Clothing Fund Depositors. Walked to the sawpits as usual. 

28th OCTOBER - We heard from Willy expressing fears lest he should not bring home a 
good character.
